P rio r to that, for several y ears, a 
sm all library , established by the 
labors of F . A . S am pson, D . H . 
S m ith , Mrs. M ary V . Ja y nes and 
others, 
had 
w ith difficulty been 
k e p t in operation. 
R ealizing the difficulties of m a i n­ 
ta ining a library w ith o ut public 
aid, the m em bers of the library as­ 
sociation proposed in 18 9 4 to do­ 
nate their entire library to the city 


A t the end of the library fiscal 
y ear there were 
on 
the 
shelves 
5 ,05 9 volumes, ex clusive of p erio d­ 
icals, p am p h lets and about 2,000 
public 
docum ents. 
D uring

past y ear the num ber of readers 
ta k iug books from the library for 
hom e reading was 2,17 5 , and these 
readers drew for home use 42,39 6 
volumes. 
T h e library is well selected for a 
com paratively small collection and 
covers the usual range of books 
found in public libraries.

Kno cked Sha rkey Out In the 
Seco nd Ro und. 


THE S.4IL0 R WAS ‘EASY.’ 


Less Tttan 5,000 Peo ple Wituessed 
the Fiffht a ud the Purse Had 
10 Be itua rAnteed. 


I n the presence of less than 5,000 
people, B cb F itzsim m ons k nock ed 
T om S hark ey out in the second 
round F rid a y night, at the C oney 
Isla nd S p orting club in N e w Y ork . 
C ha rlie W hite was the referee, and 
ha d to be guaranteed his m oney 
before he 
w ould 
officiate. 
T he 
purse w as $ 25,000, split even, and 
it, too, had to be guaranteed be­ 
fore F itz w ould enter the ring. 
W he n the m en came together, 
S ha r k e y assumed the aggressive, 
rushing fiercely and sw inging w ild ­ 
ly. 
F itzsim m ons had no difficulty 
in sid e-stepping out of the w ay. 
B ob soon began feinting S hark ey 
into leads, 
and w hen the sailor 
trie d his round-arm blow s he left 
him self open, of w hich F itz sim ­ 
m ons w as quick to tak e advantage, 
as he step p ed inside, and p ut p ow ­ 
erful right and left smashes on the 
sa ilor’s body and neck . 
H e stab ­ 
b e d S ha rk e y witli his left, m a k ing 
the sailor lose his te m p e r ; then 
S ha r k e y rushed more w ild ly tha n 
before, m issing most of the sw ings, 
w hile F itzsim m ons w as ge tting to 
him w ith great force and using 
b oth hands. 
A t the close of the round, S ha r ­ 
k ey, w ith a terrific left sw ing tha t 
la nd e d on the shoulder and neck , 
p ut F itzsim m ons to the floor of the 
ring, a nd T om fell over him in his 
m a d rush. 
T om regained his feet 
q uic k ly, b ut the bell ra ng w ith 
F itz sim m ons still on the floor. T he 
spectators w ere cheering lik e w ild 
m en, and w hen F itzsim m ons got 
to his feet the m en shaped to go 
for each other, evid ently not ha v­ 
ing heard the bell am id the uproar. 
T he referee rushed betw een them, 
se nd ing them to their corners, and 
this 
is 
w here 
S hark ey 
said 
he 
w ould have had F itzsim m ons had 
he had ten seconds more. 
In the second round, S hark ey, 
ha ving gained confidence from his 
k noc k ing F itzsim m ons dow n in the 
p rece d ing round, w e nt for his m an 
as if to annihilate him , but F i t z ­ 
sim m ons, having the cooler head 
a nd b etter jud gm e nt, outgeneraled 
the younger m an, w ho seemed to 
lose all control of himself in his 
fra ntic endeavors to land on F itz ­ 
sim m ons. 
T he n F itzsim m ons ste p ­ 
p e d in w ith a crushing right to the 
body and a steady left to the jaw , 
w hile the best S ha rk e y could do 
w as to sw ing a left, w hich landed 
in 
the 
m iddle 
of 
F itz sim m ons’ 
back . 
T he re w as fearful force behind 
this 
blow , 
as 
F itzsim m ons said 
afte r the fight was over tha t he 
felt as if he had been hit w ith a 
p ic k ax in the small of the back . 
F itz s im m ons ’ coolness never for­ 
sook hb n a nd he w atc hed S ha r ­ 
k e y’s w ild efforts w ith evident sat­ 
isfaction, as the sailor w as leaving 
him self very open. 
F itzsim m ons 
ste p p ed into him and literally b a t­ 
te re d S hark ey d ow n w ith rights 
on the body and left« and rights on 
the head. 
S hark ey took the count 
a nd cam e up groggy. 
H e sta g­ 
gered back to the ropes, w ith F itz ­ 
sim m ons hot after him. 
S ha rk e y w as then unable to p ro­ 
tect himself, and Fitzsim m ons sent 
tha t fearful right once more to the 
body, follow ing up w ith right and 
left to the body. S hark ey w abbled, 
b ut still hid strength 
enough to

F itzsim m ons 
steppeci in agu’tj w ith another right
